nary men ;—that it will induce 
them to invelligate the true prin- 
ciples on which a free government 
ought to be adminiftered, and ex- 
amine with a critical though  cati- 
did eye the manner in which Pub. 
lic Servants tranfact the bufinefs en- 
truftedto their execution. Though 
our prefent victory is aufpicious, 
the cenqueft is net final.
